WARRANTS HALTED 


Judge Miller to Approve 
Them in Future Only 
When Substantial Evi- 
dence Is Furnished. 


REJECTS 79 OF 
80 APPLICATIONS 


2000 Issued by Prosecuting 
Attorney in Two Months, 
but Only 6 Per Cent 
Stood Up in Court. 


The wholesale issuance of search 
warrants for liquor raids in the 
police cleanup campaign, which 
hvae been issued from day to day 
by Prosecuting Attorney Schweit- 
zer, was abruptly stopped today by 
Judge Calvin Miller in the Court of 
Criminal Corresction. 

Judge Miller announced he had 
rejected 79 of 80 applications to- 
day, approving only one, and that 
hereafter he will not approve such 
search warrants unless the com- 
plaint clearly indicates that a case 
can be made. 

Judge Miller said 2000 such war- 
rants had been issued in the last 
two months and that only 6 per 
cent of the cases stood up in court. 
Failure of the police to make such 
cases last month cost the State 
$1000, and more than’ $1500 this 
month. 

Judge Miller holds that mere sus- 
picion or anonymous communica- 
tions are not sufficient evidence on 
which to issue search warrants. 

“If I were Prosecuting Attor- 
ney.“ said Judge Miller, “I would 
close an eye to/ some/of the trifling 
cases, such as a man having a few 
bottles of home brewed beer in his 
home and go after the big fellows. 
After all, this is a man-made law; 
not a God-made law. The violation 
of it would not be an offense from 
a moral‘standpoint, such as woulkl 
be an ofense against one of the 
Commandments.” 


Clean-Up of Crooks Continues With 
276 Arrests. 


Continuing the nightly clean-up 
of crooks and suspects, police last 
night made 276 arrests, largely of 
suspects, but including raids on a 
number of saloons and other places 
where liquor was found on sale. 

There were a few minor rob- 
beries and one burglary yesterday 
afternoon and evening. Two ne- 
groes at 1:45 a. m. held up James 
Litsikes in his restaurant at 10 
Morth Fourteenth street and es- 
caped with $70.

Special Federal investigators in- 
quiring into the manufacture and 
sale of “protected” beer here ‘by 


the Briesedieck Bros. Brewery, and 
particularly into the reported con- 
nection of two Missouri State offi- 
clais with the “protection” ar- 
rangements, are looking into the 
story ofa proposar, made to a St. 
Charles brewer by a mysterious 
visitor, for the illegal sale of 180 
barrels of beer. 

The story has been confirmed in 
part by William Weinrich, a St. 
rles butcher, who represented 
St. Charles County in tie lower 
House at the last session of the 
State Legislture. The brewer, John 
Fischbach, would not confirm the 
report, though he did not wholly 
deny it. 

The Fischbach Brewing Co. of 
St. Charles, last Christmas, lost its 
permit for making cereai Beverage 
by de-alcoholizing beer. The permit 
was withdrawn because the brew- 
ery sent out a quantity of beer of 
illegal alcoholic content—Fischbach 
says the beers was sent out as a 
Christmas gift to a few employes. 

180 Barrels on Hand. 

At the time when the permit was 
withdrawn, the Fischbach campany 
had on.hand 180 barre!s of beer, 
of illegal alcoholic content: Be- 
cause of the loss of the permit, the 
brewery cauld pot proceed with 
the work of de-alcoholizing , this 
beer, to convert it into a legal bev- 


erage. So the beer remained in the 
basement. 
Former State Representative 


Weinrich received a telegram Jan. 
26 from a friend in Kansas City, 
telling him that a Mr. Scott would 
be in St. Charles that night, on im- 
portant business, and asking Wein- 
rich to meet him at the Galt House. 
Subsequently Weinrich met the vis- 
itor - who introduced himself as F. 
O. Scott of Springfield, Mo. 

“He wished to meet John Fisch- 
pach, and I took him to the brew- 
ery and introduced him to Fisch- 
bach,” said Weinrich. “Ha had to 
speak loudly, as John's hearing is 
not acute. 

J heard Scott say, ‘You will 
have to get that beer out of the 
cellar before Monday.’ I paid no 
attention to the rest of the con- 
versation. 

“Later I heard that the man 
had proposed to Fischbach that 
they move the beer out and sell it 
at $20 a barrel, or $3600, and that 
Scott should get $1000 as his share. 
My understanding was that Scott. 
by inuendo, had represented him- 
self as being connected with pro- 
hibition enforcement. ¢@ 

Federal Agents on Guard. 

“IT repeated to Fischbach what 
I had heard and told him he would 
be a fool to give, the fellow any 
money. Fischbach said he would 
not have anything to do with the 
proposition and denied a rumor 
that he had already paid Scott 
$250. 

Well, the following Monday, 
Federal agents tame to the brew- 
ery, and spent two days and two 
nights there, keeping guard over 
the beer.

A frequent question in these days 
results-or-resignations orders 
and wholesale arrests of from 
200 ta 400 persons each night 
by the police is Do policemen 
ever mistreat the people they take 
from saloons and dives and 
laces?“ 

To which the answer is “No-o. 
Not exactly. But I understand 
this 20 hours’ business could not be 
called pleasant.” 

Twenty hours! In the hands of 
the police. How do they like it’ 
A description of a typical raid 
and the 20 hours that follow would 
be about like this: 

There ig generally a shout of 
warning, but it comes do late to 
make the alley door. Fach cus- 
tomer edges away from the bar, 
throwing his whisky bottle at the 
feet of some other Customer. If it 
breaks and Spilles Whey on his 
shoes, so much the better. Then 
the saloon customer quidkliy seizes 
a hamburger sandwich with onions. 
Tomato catsup serves in 2 pinch. 
By the time the customer's breath 
is toned downfi five large detectives 


or policement astride in. “Stick em 
up,” they order. 
After searching the oviace for 


unbroken bottles, a detective will 


saunter up to the average citizen.

These questions are never put with 
delicacy.

FOR THE FRENCH 


One, Said to Be Capable of 
400 Miles an Hour, Delivered, 
12 More Ordered.

PARIS, Feb. 23.—The first of 
Engineer Melot’s propellerless and 
motorless airplanes, said to be Fa- 
pable of attaining a speed of 400 
miles an hour, has been received 
by the technical staff of the French 
Air Ministry. 

Twelve others are under con- 
struction in the suburb of Colombes 
and will be ready in two months. 
While the details of the machine 
are jealously guarded, the principle 
appears to be as follows: 

Compressed gas and air are fed 
into a combustion chamber, where 
an explosion succeeds. The burnt 
gases then escape violently through 
a series of valves. They draw air 
with them and this action projects 
the machine forward. When freed 
the mixture of burnt gases and air 
comes in contact with the open 
air, and this shock also pushes the 
machine ahead. a 

Originally a motor was neces- 
sary to compress the air and gas 
but two months ago the inventor 


effected compression automatically 


and this second discovery is kept 
most secret. It was because of it 
that the Air Minister accepted the 
machine and ordered 12 more. 
Melot, 30 years old, was badly 
wounded in the war and is nearly’ 
blind. Two great advantages will 
accrue if the invention material- 
izes, namely, the freeing of the 
machine of the great weight of the 
motor and of broken propellors.

JUST-A-MINUTE AT WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Broadcasting is 
nothing new to Congress. There is no radio 
in either the House or Senate, by means of 
which we may remain at home apd still sit 
in om the proceedings of Congress, but 
broadcasting is none the less effective. A 
few days ago Senator King of Utah spoke 
in the Senate to his own reselution suggest- 
ing inquiry into the methods of stock brok- 
erage concerns of the more collapsible sorf. 
There have been some particularly costly 
failures of this kind within the last year, 
especially in New York City, and the casual 
onlooker might have supposed.that with less 
than a dozen Senators on the floor a very 
good speech was being wasted. ' 

The truth is that very few speeches are 
made in Congress to Congress itself. Im- 
mediately a member begins to make one the 
members slip out of their seats and hurry off 
to the .ounges. This seems to the galleries 
unpardonably disrespectful, and doubtless 
more than one visitor to the Senate has 
stayed through God knows how long a ha- 
rangue with the thought that if Congress 
will net uten to itself the people will. To 
such an one there is a suggestion of the he- 
roic in the speaker, who holds to his theme 
as if Congress listened with bated breath. 
who occasionally moistens his dry lips with 
water brought by a page and whose hardi- 
hood in the performance of duty seems sure 
of reward if his constitu®nts hear of it. 

As @ matter of fact, there is no danger 
that any of us will not hear of it. We will 
hear of it the next day in almost every news- 
paper in the country. And this was precisely 
the case with Senator King. He knew what 
the casual onlooker did not know, and there 
fore shared none of the latter’s alarm. Had 
the three expert stenographers before him 
got up and left he would have stopped. As 
long as their deft fingers flew he was sure 
that the press would get if it wanted it. 
an assurance which every member of Con- 
gress has and one entirely sustaining foren- 
sic effort. Such is broadcasting in Congress.

Evils of Labor by the Young 
Rampant i in Sugar Beet Fields 


‘1 START MARCH 19 
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Growing Sentiment in Colorado Is That Price : 
Refiners Pay Growers Is Responsible 
for Conditions. 


Arrangements Completed for | 
Longest Trip Ever Attempt- 
ed by Airplanes 


, HIS is the eighth of a series 
} of articles by a correspon- 
dent af the Post-Dispatch and 
the New York World, who has just ; 
returned from a ‘6000-mile joumpey 
throughout {he country in which. 
he made a survey of child labor 
and its effect, mentally, morally 
and physically. 

One child in every 12 between the 
ages of 10 and 15 in the United 
States has to work. Thousands of 
others below the age of 10 are en- 
gaged in some “gainful occupation.“ 


By Henry N Pringle. 
The inevitable evils which ac- 
company child labor, abuse of 
women workers and _ intolerable 


living conditions, run riot the 
beet fieldg of Colorado. Poverty 
is even more widespread than in 
Nebraska The Mexican Consul at 
Denver has protested to Gov. 
Sweet that some of his country- 
men have been cheated out of their 
earnings as hand laborera. 

The work of mothers, although 

naturally not numerically as great, 
is just as common as is the work 
of six to 14-year-old boys and girls. 
And then, in the first week of No- 
vember, the city of Denver was 
horrified by the story of Mrs. Con- 
rad Foos, a Russian woman who 
had been pulling and topping 
beets. 
Mrs. Foos, they read in theglocal 
papers, had staggered home on the 
Saturday evening of that week 
after long hours of work in the 
fields and had given birth to trip- 
lets. All three of the children died 
within two hours and the mother 
was taken to the hospital, im a 
serioug condition, from he small 
shack where she lived. near Long- 
mont, just north of Derver. She 
recovered. 


Governor Issues Warning. 


Gov. Sweet announced he would 
hee an investigation started. He 
said immigrants must be taught to 
live as Americans, and warned 
that conditions which exist in Rus- 
sia would not be tolerated. He 
added that our corpoaens must 
be given to understand that they 
must provide decent living quar- 
ters for their help apd tay living 
wages.’ 

There is a growing sentiment in 
Colerado that demands of the 
sugar companies are tiesponsible 
for the conditions of the mothers 
and children who work in the beet 
fields. But the companies, as in 
Nebraska, point to the organiza- 
tion of the ifdustry and disclaim 
any responsibility. They set forth 
that the farmer, who is free to 
raise any crop he chooses has de- 
cided to cultivate sugar beets. Tha 
company in a ‘formal contract 
agrees to pay him a certain price 
per ton for these beets. 

Only Accommodate Growers. ‘ 


As far as the laborers are con- | 
cerned, they say, their only action 
is @ne to accofhmodate the farmer, 
or “grower,” as he is known. So 
that the grower will be able to cul- 
tivate and harvest his “crop, the 
sugar company send labor agents 
to large centers of population. 

Here blank contracts are signed by 
the laborers and these are turned 
over to the grower. From a legal 
point of view the sugar company is 
| not a party te the agreement. The 
wage, of course, is fixed by the 
company, but it is paid by the 
grower and is in no way guaran- 
teed. The foremen, or “field 
bosses,”’ the company officials say, 
merely guide the grower and in- 
form him regarding the best meth- 
ods of cultivation. 

The company, it will be seen, 
can plausibly argue it has nothing 
to do with the labor of children. 
None af the labor agents will ad- 
mit they specifically recruit fam- 
ilies with large numbers of chil- 
dren. And yet there is resentment 
in Colorado on the ground that all 
this is an evasion of at least a 
moral responsibility. An effort 
was made in the last Legislature to 
remedy the situation by law. The 
bill was quickly voted down, large- 
ly through the opposition of the 
agricultural communities. 


Exorbitant Profits Charged. 


Now it 15 charged the sugar com- 
panies are directly responsible and 
that they can evade the issue no 
longer. This is based on the the- 
ory that the companies are-mak- 
ing and exorbitant profit on the 
sugar abd could well afford to pay 
the grower a higher price for his 
beets. In turn, it is declared, the 
grower would then be willing, or 
could be compelled, to pay a wage 
to the contract labor which would 
make it possible for him to live 
without the work of “women and 
children.

The United States Tariff Com- 
mission has been conducting an in- 
vestigation along these lines. At 
the offices of the Great Western 
Sugar Co. in Denver it was de- 
clared the payment to the grower 
had no relation to child labor.- A 
representative of the company de- 
clined to furnish statistics on the 
profit derived from the sale of 
sugar. 

According to a pamphlet pub- 
lished by a Denver investment 
house,, which offers for sale the 
stock of the Great Western, the ex- 
pected profit on a bag of sugar is 
$1.62. On an estimated yield of 30 


would give the company a profit 
of $48.60 an acre, as compared with 
the claim of the growers that they 
barely break even in e an 
acre of beets. 

In the absence of statistics ‘from 
the company, and assuming the fig- 
ures of the investment house are 
correct, it is held the contentions of 
the growers are not without foun- 
dation. The preferred stock of the 
company has paid 7 per cent since 
the Great Western's organization in 
1905 ama consolidation of a num- 
ber of the corporations operating in 
the Colorado area. Cash dividends 
on common stock, which as a par 
value of $25 a share, have amounted 
to $29,250,000 from 1917 to 1921. 
inclusive. The sale of the 1922 
crop is expected to justify. a divi- 
dend of $12 a share as against an 
average yearly dividend of 39.75 on 
the common stock between 1917 
and 1921.

Finance Minister 
De Lasteyrie took occasioff to de- 
ny a current report that the Gov- 
ernment intended consolidating the 
national defense and Treasury 
bonds or reducing the rate of in- 
terest on them. 

Taken as a whole the measures 
voted are expected to yield more 
than 7,500,000,000 francs, includ-

They also admit that the bulk of 
this liquor is transshipped—if it 
doesn't go direct—to the Atlantic 
highlands “rum fleet,’ whence it 
is smuggled into the United States

Insulin, Diabetes Specific, Found 
to Have Other Uses. 


That insulin, the specific for dia- 
betes treatment, discovered by four 
medical scientists of Canada, which 
won them the $40,000 Nobel medi- 


cine prize for 1923 has other benef- 
icent properties which are being 
developed in St. Louis laboratories, 
was made known this week to the 
physicians attending the Congress. 

Dr. O. P. J. Falk of the faculty 
of St. Louis University Medical 
School, made known the results of 
a series of investigations he has 
made, using insulin in the treat- 
ment of non-diabetic conditions, in 
several clinics attended by the in- 
terested visitors at St. John’s hos- 
pital. As has been told, the fun- 
tion of insulin is to supply defi- 
ciency in the bodf economf to han- 
die carbohydrates, or sugar, thus 
to bring about a reduction in the 
abnormal amount of sugar found in 
the blood of diabetics. Persons af- 
flicted with diabetes eannot oxy- 
dize the fatty acids, which accu- 
mulate, sometimes causing a condi- 
tion known as acidosis. Thus fat- 
ty acids are to the body economy 
what black smoke is to the motor | 
car—evidence of too rich a mix- 
ture. 

Relief for Acidosis Cases 

Dr. Falk pointed out that his 
investigations in non-diabetic cases 
of acidosis showed insulin injec- 
tions relieved acidosis conditions in 
surgical cases, where after an op- 
eration, the patient—particularly 
if obese—is, on account of the nec- 
essarily limited diet, unable to 
completely oxydize the fats of the 
body tissues, and the acid bodies, 
called ketones, are developed. 
“These tend to prolong recupera- 
tion from the operation,” said Dr. 
Falk, “greatly increase discomfort 
and even endanger life. A great 
many post-operative cases do hot 
‘do well’ because of acidosis, and 
can be relieved quickly and effec- 
tively by the judicious use of in- 
sulin, counterbalanced de injec- 
tions in proper amounts of glucose

bial spilled milk. 
Cream must be reasonably thick 


to whip well, it whips better When 


it has stood for a time, and it must 
be cold. Cream that contains 20 
per cent butter fat, or what is 
called a “20 per cent” cream, is a 
good whipping cream, and if it is 
too fresh and there is no time for 
standing the gituation can be 
helped by adding a half feaspoon 
of lactic acid te two cups of cream. 
This ts the same acid developed in 
cream by the simple process of 
standing. 

Warmth and thin cream make 
whipping almost impossible; there- 
fore, keep the cream, bowl and 
beater cool, 30 to 50 degrees Fah- 
renheit. If it is not possible to 
chill the cream it may be thick- 
ened by adding a teaspoon of vis- 
cogen to two cups of cream. Vis- 
cogen may be made at home from 
five cups of water, one-half cup of 
sugar and three-tenths of a cup 
of milk of lime. The mixture 
should be thoroughly combined, 
put in jars and kept for 24 hours 
before using. It will keep indefi- 
nitely and is perfectly harmless, as 
all lime contains milk. anyway. 

Supposing the cream that is 
to be whipped is evaporated milk. 
Some kinds of evaporated milk 
will whip easily; others can be 
made to whip by heating ina dou- 
dle boller and then chilling rapidly 
on ice. Others may require coax- 
ing with a little lemon juice or 
vinegar, about a teaspoon 
of the acid to two tablespoons of 
the milk. 

Condensed milk should always 
be heated for beating and lemon 
juice added drop by drop during 


the process in the proportion of | 


three-fourths of a teaspoon of 
juice to each tablespoon of milk.

The untortunate thing about some of these diseases is that they 
are contagious or infectious. They are easily passed on to others. 

I desire to tell you about two such troubles. ~ One attacks men 
almost exclusively, involving the part of the face where the beard 
grows.

Both these diseases are forms af 
ricgwerms. Of course, ringworm 
is not confined to the hairy parts. 
It may be found in the palms of 
the hands and the soles of the feat.

Perhaps you will be surprised to 
learn that the finger-nails or the 
toe-nails may be reached by this 
condition.

That js, it 
is caused by a microseopic agent of 
some sort. There are special types

EWS by cable recently told how 
N broadcast fans in Great Britain had 

heard American broadcasting sta- 
tions On crystal sets. In a few papers it 
Was stated that the concerts heard, were 
repeated by a London station, but many 
fans here have been wondering how a 
crystal set, with an ordinary range of 
15 to 25 miles, could hear across the 
Atlantic. They did not; they heard the 
rebroadcast program from London, 
which was relayed by other stations on 
the ‘tight little island.“ Here is what 
was done, told by W. W. Rodgers of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Co.: 

“Experiments in short wave broad- 
casting by means of extremely high fre- 
quencies have reached a climax in the 
repeating the American broadcasts by 


| British stations in the past week. 


“The feat whereby American broad- 
cast programs are received on these 
Short waves and rebroadcast by En- 
glish stations, thus reaching the peoples 
of Great Britain, France, Germany, Bel< 
gium and the Scandinavian countries, is 
the outcome of two years’ experimenting 
and perfecting of high-frequency appa- 
ratus by Frank Conrad, ‘assistant chief 
engineer of the Westinghouse company, 
who hase done probably more in an en- 
gineering way to perfect radio than any 
living man. 9 

“The interference problem, first 
brought inte prominence about two 
years ago, when so many broadcasting 
stations had been started and were oper- 
ating on frequencies very similar, first 
brought the idea to Mr. Conrad and his 
associates that extremely high frequen- 
cies held many possibilities for the 
perfecting of broadcasting. He started 
experimenting with his own station, re- 


ceiving from a short-wave station in- 


stalled on a building in Pittsburg. 

“The first experiments with short 
waves under 100 meters was made be- 
tween the transmitting station and ama- 
teurs living in the Pittsburg vicinity. 
Encouraged by the results of these tests, 


a receiving and a rebroadcasting station 


was located at Cleveland. The first of 
KDKA'S broadcasts to be repeated were 
transmitted from the station, whose call 


Aetters are KDPM. Then tests were made 


between East Pittsburg and Springfield, 
Mass., which, too, were successful, and, 
finally, short-wave or high-frequency re- 
ceivers—both terms mean the same thing 
—were installed in homes of amateurs 


found that the high-frequency signals 


crossed the Atlantic with the same ease 
that they crossed the United States. The 
first test in Great Britain was located in 
the plant of the Metropolitan-Vickers 
Co. at Manchester, which made very fa- 
vorable reports at.East Pittsburg upon 
the reception of the repeated concerts. 

“Last week the repeating took place 
with the British Broadcasting Co., which 
has a monopoly on broadcasting in 
Great Britain. Six or seven of this com- 
pany's stations were tied together by 
means of telephone lines and the repeat- 
ing of KDK4A’s concerts was started. 
The result of this was the people living 
in Great Britain and Eastern Europe 
heard American concerts”as plainly and 
with the same receiving sets with which 
they could hear their own stations. It 
was the greatest triumph that radio mad 
made in the past year and has actually 
changed the whole future of broadcast- 
ing. a 

The high - frequency transmitter 
which does the repeating is located on 
the top of a nine-story building in the 
Westinghouse plant at East Pittsburx. 
Pa. Because of the fact that high-fre- 
quency sets are critical and can be 
thrown off their wave easily, the whole 
set is mounted 
against jars. To prevent the swinging of 
the antenna, it is drawn taut between 
its uprights and the down leadg consist 
of copper tubing. The Various induc- 
tances on the set are wound on rigid 
forms with copper tubing forming all 
leads. The transmitting set consis‘s of 
three panels, the rectifier panel, the 
modulator panels and the oscillator pan- 
el. All the equipment represents the last 
word in transmitting apparatus, with 
water-cooled tubes and special condens- 
ers. 

“The short wave transmitter is almost 
an exact duplicate of the big transmit- 


on springs to guard’ 


ting unit at KDKA, with the changes 
necessary to efficiently work on the 
high-frequencies. 

“One of the most striking things about 
the short wave transmitting set is the 
extremely short antenna used. The an- 
tenna at KDKA for use with this short 
wave transmitter is slightly in excess of 
35 feet. When the size of this antenna 
is compared to the 200-feet length of 
the antenna used for regular broadcasis 
the result is striking. That this smal! 
antenna will be sufficient to send broad- 
casts over the ocean is scarcely believed 
by many who see it. ~ 

“In England the law prohibits large 
antennae, with the result that most an- 
tennae are under 40 feet. The result of 
this is that radio-frequency receivers are 
the common apparatus used, so that thg 
reception of the short wave signals is 
ideal on the Continent. 

“The great difference in frequency be- 
tween the short wave broadcasts (under 
100 meters). and the common wave 
length bands, approximately 360 meters, 
can be noted by comparing the kilocycle 
frequency of two such waves. East Pitts- 
burg commonly transmits to England on 
a wave length of 94 meters, which is a 
frequency of 3200 kilocycles At the 
same time KDKA is broadcasting to ita 
regular broadcast audience on 326 me- 
ters, which is a frequency of 960 Kilo- 
cycles. This difference in frequency tells 
much of the story of the short wave 
broadcasting. 

“Tests have proved that the high-fre- 
quency broadcasts go farther with tho 
same power imput than the ordinary 
broadcast waves. It has also been proved 
that daylight has little effect, if any, on 
this carrying power, These two qualities 
of the short waves are what is going to 
affect the future of broadcasting and 
bring a new broadcast era in the new 
year just started.“ *

It is one of the oldest tube circuits in 
use, known as the ultra-audion. This circuit can be assemDied 
more cheaply than any other one-tube circuit on the market and 
can be operated very satisfactorily from any aerial whose approxi- 
mate length is 90 feet, \ 


The list of parts necessary and the range of their prices can be 
seen in the list of parts and prices in the center of the page. 


It may not be possible to purchase the proper size coil, but one 
can very easily be wound according to the following specifications: 
On a 56-inch length of bakelite tubing 3% or 4 inches in diameter, 
wind about 92 turns of No. 22 single or double cotton-covered cop- 
per wire. The double-covered wire is preferable to the single cot- 
ton-covered wire, because it will not strip off with ordinary hand- 
ling presenting the possibility of short circuiting sections of the 
windings. The coll can be anchored at one end with a binding post 
secured to the tubing. Forty turns of wire should then be wound 
on the tube and a tap taken off—i0 turns more of wire and an- 
other tap and so on to the end, taking off a tap at every 10 turns. 
This gives a coll of 80 turns of wire, with five taps at the fiftieth, 
sixtieth, seventieth and eightieth turns. A half pound spool of wire

will more than supply the necessary amount of wire for winding 
the coll. 

The condenser can be either a 23-plate or a 43-plate variable 
condenser with a vernier attachment, In connecting the condenser 
care should be taken to make the ground connection to the movable 


plates, in this way cutting down to a minimum the effects of hand 
capacity which are so noticeable when trying to tune an un- 
shielded set. The condenser is the only tunfng element in this set 
and should be mechanically apd electrically efficient. Avoid 
the use of the cheap condensers which can be purchased so cheaply 
and spend a few cents more for the better stafidard makes which 
are guaranteed, because so much depends upon the condenser in 
this circuit. 


The rheostat should be elther of the graphite or wire type with 
a vernier attachment so as to make possible the finest posajble 
adjustment. The resistance of the rheostat depends upon the type 
tube used. In this set the WD-11 or 12 requires the use of a 6-ohm 
resistance for the proper contro] of the filament. 


The range of this set is equal to that of any other single-tube 
set in use. One or two steps of audio amplification can be added.

HE circuit shown above ts an efficient double circuit regene- 
rative receiver with a special head-end coupling. It combines 
the best elements of the regenerative receivers with simplicity 

of operation and ease of construction. The tuning device can be 
made very easily from the following simple directions. The fixed 
coupling is easier for the tnexperienced enthusiast to handle and 
is practically as efficient as the tapped primary with movable 
loosely coupled secondary. 

The tuning device shown in this circuit is nothing but seven 

turns of No. 20 cotton-covered wire wound around the center of a 
bakelite tube four inches long and four inches in diameter, only

The one shown above uses an amplifying tube 
for one step of radio frequehcy amplification and also for the uiti- 
mate amplification of the signals rectified by the crystal at audio 
frequency. This set gives approximately the same results as two 
tubes and a crystal.

The audio frequency transformer should be of the high radio 
type of from 7 to 1 to 10 to 1. The radio frequency transformer can 
be either the air core or iron core type. The iron core radio fre- 
quency_transformer is preferable because it covers a broader wave 
band. The ratio of this radio frequency transformer should be in 
the neighborhood of 1.4 to.1.5 to 1. 

The two variable condensers are of the 23-plate type. The 
other condensers are as recommended for the previous circuits— 
mica construction; their values are marked on the various points 
at which they are placed. * 

For those who do not care for the performance of the untuned 
radio frequency transformer, a tuned transformer can be used by 
the addition of another control. 

The crystal detector should be given careful consideration, and 
only the hardest crystal obtainable should be employed. Avoid the 
use of the fixed crystal and use one on which the pressure of the 
contact of the cat whisker can be varied so as to insure the clearest 
and best rectification. The soft ngtural crystal formations will 
not prove satisfactory in the reflex circuits, as they burn out very 
easily.

199 tube detector, and explaining all the 
instruments in detail. E. J. W. 

A. Diagram herewith shows a single- 
circuit regenerative circuit with a 43- 
plate variable condenser connected with 
the primary by means of a series-paral- 
lel switch. 

This switch, and even the condenser, 
may be omitted without affecting, in 
any way, the operation of the set other 


than limiting the wave-length range, but 


the added selectivity and increased wave- 
length range made possible by their use, 
make them well worth the slight ad- 
ditional cost. 


The tuning of this set is accomplished 
by means ef the variable condenser and 
a loose-coupler or a vario-coupler. (The 
two latter terms refer to instruments 
which, in operation, accomplish the 
same results, and which differ only in 
their physical construction.) 

The primary of the vario-coupler, 
sometimes referred to as the stator, is 
the 6utside coll of the instrument and 
is provided with taps—usually two sets, 


one for “coarse” and the other for ‘‘fine” . 


adjustment. The secondary is the mov- 


able ball or rotor which revolves with- 


in the primary coil. It is the position 
of this inner coil with respect to the 
primary winding, which brings about re- 
generation. 

Although the grid condenser is the 
smallest instrument in the set, it is one 
of the most important, and should be of 
a reliable make to insure good quality. 
The arrow through the grid-leak symbol 
indicates that it is o# the variable type, 
but this is not absolutely necessary after 
the proper resistance has been deter- 


mined for the particular tube in use. Nor | 


is any kind of a leak always necessary. 
This depends entirely upon the tube, 
and some tubes give better results with- 
out any grid-leak in the circuit. Experi- 
mentafion alone will determine the best 
method. 


If a UV-199 tube is to be-used, it is al- 
most essential to have a “non-mi- 


crophonic”’ socket, as the construction of 
these tubes causes them to respond to 
and amplify all the vibration and phys- 
ical jars which affect the set incident to 
tuning. 


The tube socket proper is not shown, 
but the four socket terminals are indi- 
cated by F.“ F.“ G“ and P“ in close 
proximity to the circle enclosing the grid, 
— and filament which represent the 
tube. 


Some tubes give better results if a 
vernier rheostat is employed in the fila- 
ment control, and for this reason one of 
this type is here recommended. Although 
a vernier adjustment is not required for 
satisfactory operation of the Uv-199 
tube, it 4s thought probable that at

The voltage of the “A’ or filament 
battery depends entirely upon the type 
of vacuum tube. For a UV-199, three 
dry cells connected in series will serve 
the purpose of lighting the filament. 

The plate or B“ battery should be of 


‘the type provided with taps for variable 


voltages. Most tubes detect“ very nice- 
ly with from 18 to 22% volts on the 
plate, occasionally, however, it may be 
found that much better results will be 
obtained if a higher—even 45 Volts are 
employed. This can only be determined 
by trial. | 

It is false economy to try to save“ a 
few dollars by purchasing a “cheap” pair 
of headphones simply because they are 
offered at an attractive price. They per- 
form the very important function of 
transforming electrical vibrations into 
sound waves and_the efficiency with 


which this is accomplished has no small . 


effect on the range of the set. The tele 
phone shunting condenser is optional, de- 
pending on whether or not it improves 
the tone quality of the signals. 

The series-paralle] switch may be pur- 
chased or constructed, acocrding to the 
convenience of the builder. 
grade of variable condenser obtainable 
should be selected. It may be of the 43 
or 28 plate size and need not have a 
vernier, as fine adjustment is not re- 
quired. 

An ideal aerial for nse with this set 
would consist of a single wire 80 feet 
long, with a lead-in of not more than 
30 feet. If a good ground connection is 
employed, local stations may be heard 
with an indoor aerial consisting of two 
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Fada 4-tube parts, 
Freed- 5-tube parts,
